Placer Incumbent Margin 
Of Victory In Vote 


Although returns from over the 
sixth Assembly district were not | 
available, the United Press reported | 
that on the basis of its figures As- | 
semblyman A. G. Thurman was re- ' 
elected in the Tuesday primary 
election. 


Thurman was unopposed as a 
Republican and for the Democratic 
nomination was opposed by T. S. 
Marlor. 


The vote in El Dorado County 
gave Thurman 1059 and Marlor 
1014 in 39 out of 44 precincts, while 
Amador County reported 1287 for 
Thurman and 559 for Marlor in a 
complete tabulation. 

“Purge” Hits 

SAN FRANCISCO — (UP) — A 
Democratic ‘economy bloc.” assem- 
blyman fell before Governor Olson’s 
“purge” today and two others of the 
10 lower house democrats the gov- 
ernor marked for defeat were in 
danger in incomplete returns from 
yesterday’s primary. 

The first “purge” victim was As- 
semblyman Chester Gannon of the 
eighth district who lost the Demo- 
cratic nomination to John E. Cain. 
Olson supported Cain. Gannon won 
the Republican nomination but he 
could not accept it as he was a 
registered democrat and had to win 
his own party’s bid to be eligible to 
run in November. 

Assemblymen Clinton Fulcher in 
the second district and Seth Mill- 
ington in the fourth, other Demo- 
crats on Olson’s purge list trailed in 
their party’s races.

As a result of striking the truck, 
he was thrown to the pavement and 
suffered a skull fracture. Witnesses 
reported that the truck driver was 
without blame and had done all 
possible to avoid the accident. 

Flanagan was a native of Ten- 
nessee, born Sept. 28, 1876. 
survived by two daughters, 
Alma Buck and Mrs. Pat Ruysem- 
aars, of Port Arthur, Texas, who 
have been advised by the coroner 
of their father’s passing.

| War In Air Continues 
As Hitler Seeks To 
Calm Hungary, Rumania

The Axis powers struggled to 
check threats of war or a new Rus- 
sian advance in the Balkans today 
but fought on with Great Britain in 
aerial conflict that sent bombing 
planes roaring over England, Ger- 
many, northern Italy, Palestine and 
the Suez Canal. 


While Adolph Hitler was assembl- 
ing the foreign ministers of Ger- 
; many, Italy, Hungary and Rumania 
at Vienna to solve disputes that led 
to bloody clashes on the Rumanian 
oe this week, the air war

British counter-attacks were ham- 
mering relentlessly at Nazi and 
Fascist supply bases. 

Italian bombing planes for the 
first time raided Port Said, at the 
Mediterranean entrance of the Suez 
canal — chief objective of the Ital-

British sources 
said damage was slight.

Despite President Roosevelt’s 
comment three weeks ago that 
Mr. Johnson no longer could be 
regarded either as a liberal or a 
progressive democrat, the 73-year- 
old isolationist leader won the nom- 
ination of the Republican, Demo- 
crat and Progressive parties.

WASHINGTON — — The 
‘Senate 
‘third attempt to soften the Burke- 
|Wadsworth conscription bill when 
jab defeated an amendment which 
‘would prevent any draft until con- 
gress declared a state of emergency. 

Under demands by administration 
leaders to stop talking and act, the 
jsenate appeared ready to ballot 
‘later in the day on the bill itself. 
‘Foes of the bill conceded it would 
pass. 
| The vote against the national 
emergency proposal was 55 to 27 
‘and came 15 minutes after its 
‘author, Sen. Alexander Wiley, R., 
| Wis., brought it to the floor, 
President Roosevelt has signed 
ithe bin authorizing him to mobilize 
the National Guard and other army 
reserves—a force of 408,000 officers 
and men—for one year’s active ser- 
vice. 

The authority extends to June 30,

AMERICAN SHIPS MAY ENTER 
WAR ZONE TO REMOVE 
CHILD REFUGEES 


WASHINGTON, 
House announced today that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has signed the bill 
authorizing American vessels to 
enter European combat zones and 
remove children from the centers 
of war, 

The bill suspends provisions of the 
neutrality law which banned Amer- 
ican ships from entering combat 
zones for any purpose, 

Under the measure, the Ameri- 
can vessels could proceed to Europe, 
plainly marked with American flags 
at all times, if guaranteed safe con- 
duct by all belligerents. But Ger- 
many has said it cannot make such 
a guarantee, so it appeared doubt- 
ful that the new law can be used, 
at least in the immediate future.
